The ¥.H.A. on the other hand 
thinks that the correct sum is 
about %36, and that it has 
overpaid the town, for about 
eight years, the length of 
time that the Veteran’ s Pro- 
ject has been in existance. 
The Housing Authority has 
paid a sum in exe of sever- 
al hundred dollars, every year 
‘in lieu of taxes’ for the 
housing development. 

Monday night, at the Select- 
men’s meeting, Selectman 
Charles Black noted that there 
had been no 1959 payment of 
the money, and spoke about it 
during a joint meeting with 
the Housing Authority. 

The Selectmen were told by 
‘HA member Ernest ‘tice that 
the payment had been withheld 
because the "HA has run into 
a lot of replacement and re- 
newal costs, which must be 
paid out of current revenue. 
New type oil burners must be 
installed, the Selectmen were 
told. The original type were 


the ‘pot’ bumers ( since out- 
lawed, Ed.) and must be re- 
Placed by a modern type. Many 
refrigerators have to be re- 
placed also, and other work 
has to be done, 

WiA Says Too Much 

In the Tuesday night meeting 
of the tiousing Authority the 
members were told by their 
attorney, Atty Melvin L. Le- 
vine, that the basis for the 
payment was wrongly arrived at 
and it should have been as- 
sessed on ‘an average valua- 
tion for the three years pre- 
ceding the taking of the land’ 
Ernest Rice recalled that the 
18 acres, of which one third 
was taken for the Veteran's 
project, was valued at $1800 
prior to the taking of the 
land, and on this basis a 
Trough calculation was made 
that, based on the current tax 
rate, the payment ‘in lieu of 
taxes’ would be about $36. 

If such was the case, the 
members noted, the town had 
been overpaid for a number of 
years, and decided that a let- 
ter should be written to the 
Selectmen about it. 

Atty Levine, in explaining 
the law, cited Chapter 121, 
General Laws, as amended, 
Section 26R.

The Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen, and the k@ading Board| 
of Public Works, consisting of| 
Sid Hodson, Phil ‘welch, Lloyd 
fiarrison, and Lawrence Leonard 
parted, Monday night after a 
conference in {tilmington Town 
Hall, resolved to be ‘good!

GOVERNOR CURLEY'S CURBSTONES 

Within himself man has two sources of inspi- 
ration, one that may be called Emotionalism 
and one that may be called Intellectualism. 

Emotionalism is more common. It is the im- 
pulse type of thinking, without rationalization 
and some would call it "hot blooded thinking", 

Intellectualism on the other hand is the 
ability to sit down and look at a problem be- 
fore yielding to impulse. Some would call it 
"cold blooded thinking". 

Yankees of course, are supposed to be "cold 
blooded" but they are no more so than is any 
other race. Emotionalism and Intellectualism 
are not to be claimed by races, only by indi- 
viduals. 

Here in Wilmington, for about twenty years 
during the era of Roosevelt II we were often 
guided by Emotionalism. We rejected a lot of 
Federal and State "dole" on impulse - the idea 
being that we could stand on our own two legs. 

We rejected the idea of building a Hi gh 
School, or of installing water mains on all 
accepted streets in tow, with Wilmington pay- 
ing for the materials and th, WPA paying for 
the labor. 

Tewksbury built the High School, and other 


towns put in the water mains. Wilmington did so 
later, and is still paying for the school it 
didn't build, and the one it did, and for the 
water mains thet were not installed, and the 
ones that were later. 

Wilmington's rejection was Emotionalism. 

Another instance was that of the granite 
curbings along Route 38. Governor Curley pro- 
posed it. Wilmington rejected the idea, perhaps 
because some people believed that "graft" was 
involved. 

Today there are granite curbings from Lowell 
to Woburn, along Route 38, except for that part 
that is in Wilmington. And Wilmington is help- 
ing to pay for those granite curbings that we 
didn't get. 

All of which brings us up to the vote of the 
Selectmen, a week ago last night, when three of 
them voted for Urban Renewal, and two voted 
against. 

Perhaps Urban Renewal is no good for Wil- 
mington. Perhaps we don't want it. 

But three of our Selectmen pore utel ental 

nough in their thinking to say et's give 
i Recond look". They aah an additional $3600 
to be added to the $68,000 already spent. 

They may or may not like the idea of Urban 
Renewal, but they aren't going to throw away 
curbstones just because they didn't like Gover- 


nor Curley.
